Sir, — Wo cannot reasonably expect a 
young colony to supply itself with all 
its recpiircraents; oven when it possesses 
tho raw -fijaterial it has to depend on 
supplied ^from abroad till labor, skill 
arfd capital haye utilized its own pro- 
ducts. "\ye hear a good deal of com- 
plaint about the .slow progress of Vic- 
toria, but if we look around we shall 
find few places whose advance lias* 
been more rapid. During the last 
twenty^years-it-has'grbwn from a little 
cluster of shall tieSj to a well-built and 
beautiful city. "We are unfortunately 
'afliictedj-in common- wit.h' many other 
places, with a few "people who may bo 
regarded as natural-born growlens, pro- 
fes.sing to know more than their noigh- 
bors^really knowirig;^lpjB^i;^t»ni^ I 
positively believe, would be dissatisfied 
with their lot, oven in Paradise. It is 
this .sort who have stigmatised tho be- 
lievers in the railwnj' as fools and 
idiots. It has often been a puzzle why 
they don't quit and seek some more 
congenial pasture whero their brilliant 
abilities would find room for expansion 
and receive their duo homage. We 
have been charged witii want of enter- 
prise. Of course those who make it 
are not awaro that from two to three 
hundred tiiousand doUar.s have been 
spent within the last few years for the 
purpose of developing our resources. 
There may be a , few wealthy men 
amongst us who have not contributed 
to I hisi object, and who arc probably 
waiting to take advantage from tho 
improveraputs of their neighbors, but 
the energy and enterprise of the bulk of 
our population will compare favorably 
with., any . any vyhpro.^ Th.(} ,,f6\v who 
have failed of succe.ss owe their misfor- 
tunes chiofly to having lived beyond 
their means — the sure road to ruin. I 
should like to know wliere to find a 
comnumityina much better po.sition. 
Picnics and parties are tho rule rather 
than the e.vception; our theatres and 
other places of amusement , aye always 
well supported when anythinig worthy 
oE support is offered. Cases of destitu- 
tion are rare, and when known, never 
fail of road}^ relief; an expensive form 
of government is supported, and after 
these aiid all other Jioutgoingsi.'bur sav- 
ings bank and other institutions hold 
at the present time more than one mil- 
lion dollars, owned by a population of 
less^.than three thousand adults. This 
does not look like a general want of 
succesa It does not look as tliougli 
poverty pressed very heavily on our 
people ; and although Ave are, suiloring 
a temporary depression in common with 
a great portion of the' known Avorld, 
there is reay^^jj^caqso. for a gloomy 
feeling about the*fiitu'rc; On the con- 
trary, there is every reason for faith in 
coming prosperity, for the conviction 
that Victoria has a glorious future be- 
fore her, and that she will prosentiy.be 
sought as one of the most flourishing 
aiid .desirable cities on earth. G.R.

i.NEW York, Oct, 4.— The Herald's 
Dublin special says.- The Parnell de- 
monstration at Cork to-day was tho 
largest ever seen in that section of Ire- 
land since the days of Daniel O' Con- 
nell. An address of welcome was pre- 
sented, and an enormous procession, 
with bands and banners, proceeded to 
Cork. At Wellington Bridjge Mr. Par- 
noil was met by tho Mayor and Corpo- 
ration, who presented him with an ad- 
dress. A copy of a poem, written by 
Mi.ss Fanny Parnell, was presented by 
the Typographical Society; bouquets 
were showteted on tho.partyf Including 
one from* tiie daughters of the farmers 
of Cork. The trades of the city figur- 
ed largely in the procession of tho park 
where speeches were delivered. It is 
stated that trade societies never turned 
out so imposingly since 1843. Tho 
procession took three-quarters of an 
hour to pa.ss a given point. When tho 
proceedings commenced in the park ov- 
er fifty thousand persons wore present, 
while many, owing to the crush on tho 
roads, had to abandon the intention of 
going to the mooting.

"Wltnodsea tho Upheaval df &l&6k 
SXasses of Mud and AiAes ia 

221d-Ooean. '■^'^ ' 

WAsiiiNuroN', Oct. 0. — Commander 
Huntington, . of the - United States 
steai^e^ii^ec|,tin# ^ejiprt to the navy 
department^^jusf'^received says that 
while on a surveying cruise in the Pa- 
cific south of Fort Sizio and Bovin isl- 
ands on approaching the island of San 
Alcssandro his attention was called to 
the strange appearance of the -water 
Apparently ten miles distant a volume 
of vapor was rising as though some 
vessel •was blowing olV steam. This 
was followed by the appearance of 
breakers and ■while some of tho ofBcers 
were discussing tho probable cause, 
some thinking it was the blowing and 
breathing of "a ^lohoftl' of -whales, the 
question, was definitely settled by the 
upheaval of an immense black inas.s. 
AsltJief^^ship approached the submarine 
volcano the black masses thrown up 
■were distinguished as mud and ashes. 
Tiie upheaval was accompanied by^ dull 
reports like .that, of .submarine minhig 
and by an odor 6f 'sulphur,' Several 
days were spent in inaking a' reconnais- 
sance. Commander Huntington says 
he did not think it prudent to approach 
the volcano in tlie Alert, but a small 
boat was pulled within a hundred yards 
of it. A reef or island is in process of 
formation. Soundings were obtained 
from five to twenty-nine fathoms. The sea 
was full of ashes and mud and sorao of 
these and one specimen of tho bottom 
were brought on board. Tho volcano 
bears north H degrees w-eat and dis- 
tant three miles from tho landing placo 
on tho-Bouthwest end of the island. At 
night flames were notiq^d,-jBSUing from 
the volcano.
